While the three men were standing in 
front of the bauk Mr.Sandford came up, 
meeting being purely accidental 
and with his right hand in his coat 
pocket he reached out his left hand and 
shook hands with Mr. Hcndrick 
He then turned to Senator Goebel and

"Mr Goebel, are you the author of tho 
article that appeared in the last issue of 
The Ledger' " 

"1 am," replied Goebel
